The certificate of election in the 
case of G. M. Ewlng, -who failed in 
re-election, show that he was elected 
by the commission last March for a 
term of one year, his term expiring on 
the last day of the current month.

Salesman Demonstrating to

Penetrates So-CaUecl Bul- 
let-Proof Vest. 


NEW YORK, March 10.—"This is 


the bullet-proof vest that will make 
hold-up 
impossible," said i Pierpont 


Potter, head salesman of the United 
States Armor Corporation, as he don- 
ned a. steel cuirass in the basement of 
No. 104 Front street yesterday, to 
gtve a demonstration to four repre- 
sentatives of the New York Railways 
Company. The company was consid- 
ering equipping its cashiers and col- 
lectors with the vests. 
Potter drew a loaded .38-calibre re- 


volver from his pocket and handed it 
to 
Edward 
McGrath, an 
assistant 


salesman .and one of his best friends. 


"Hold me up," he said as he took a 


stand In the centre of the room. 


The railways' representatives stood 


along the wall, awaiting the test. 


MacGrath etarted toward Potter. 


Just two feet short of him he pulled 
out the revolver and in true bandit 
fashion, shouted: 


"Hands up!" 
Slowly Potter raised 
his 
hands 


above his head and threw out his 
chest. McGrath fired. And with the 
shot Potter clutched at his abdomen 
and pitched forward on the floor. 
The bullet had penetrated the "bul- 
let-proof" vest, and had buried itself 
deep In Potter's back. 


With a horror-stricken 
cry Mc- 


Grath flung the revolver into a corner 
and ran into the street, never stop- 
ping until he arrived, bareheaded and 
wild-eyed, at the Old Slip police sta- 
tion. 
"I've just shot a man accidentally," 


he 
shouted, as he flung himself 


through the doorway. 
-'Send help." 


With Detective Dunphy at his heels, 


McGrath ran back to the Front street 
basement to find that an ambulance 
from Broad street hospital, called by 
the police, had preceded him. 
Dr. 


Davidson was working over Potter 
and ordered him 
to 
the 
hospital, 


where he was placed on the operat- 
ing table. 
The bullet was removed, 


and It was said late last night that 
Potter had a chance for life, but that 
his condition is precarious. 


Tht witnesses of the tragic demon- 


stration were questioned at length by 
the police. 
All the railway com- 


panv's representatives—Cashier G. R. 
Smith, Guard WiHiaij. .Ellis, Collector 
Frank J. Brickley and Chauffeur Wil- 
liam J. Campbell—corroborated Mc- 
Grath's account, and he was permit- 
ted to go to his home at No. 2.540 
Boulevard, Jersey City, although he 
was notified to appear at the district 
attorney's office today. 


Potter himself said that the shoot- 


ing was purely accidental. 


"It's all right, Mas," he said to Mc- 


Grath. wh«n he came sobbing to his 
bedside at the hospital, "you could 
not help it. It was an accident." 


He clasped McGrath's outstretched 


hand .and tears filled the eyes of both 
men. 


The "bullet-proof" vest consists of 


interlocked and overlapping pieces of 
s^eel covered with canvas.

signed after the style of breastplates 
worn with ancient suits of armor and 
Is held in place by a string that goes 
about the neck.

stroyed a block of thickly tenanted 
ofllc-jj building*, faugecl u. k^a </t nx^e 
than |6,(»00,000. resulted in the death 
of one man and rendered 20,000 uth- 
•n Idle was begun tonight by State, 
city and Insurance officials. 


( The manner In which lie plaroen 
flared out In several places at the 
sam*> moment, the almost Incredible 
rapidity with which they spread until 
nothing but gmouldprlng ruins wan 
left of the block bounded by South 
Canal, West Van Buren and South 
Clinton streets 
and 
West 
Jackson 


Boulevard caused Shirley T. High, 
flre attorney, to announce that "every- 
thing pointed to incendiarism." 


The first alarm was turned In at 


12:60 a. m. 
ThU was followed by 


other alarms at 3 and 4 minute Inter- 
val! until nearly every piece of Chi- 
cago flre fighting apparatus was at 
the scene. 
But even with 52 engine 


companies playing more than a "hun- 
dred lines of hose on the flames, it 
was not until four hour* after the 
first alarm that the flre was brought 
under control. 
Just across the straet 
from 
the 


charred landscape of tottering walla 
Andt twisted, smoking steel on which 
firemen expected to be working for 
the next three days, towered the mas- 
sive skeleton of the "flre proof" Bur- 
lington Building tonight. 
The walls 


still stood intact, but its 15 stories of 
wondows stared like sightless eyes" 
over the scene of desolation, for the 
contents had been destroyed by a heat 
so intense that glass from the win- 
dow* had melted, and, according to 
the firemen, "ran like water." The 
structure housed the headquarters of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad and all of the records of the 
operating, engineering, legal and exe- 
cutive departments were destroyed. 


Officials of the board of underwrit- 
ers declared that the flre, the most 
disastrous since the great flre of 1871, 
revealed many problems which would 
have to be met by firemen before they 
could hope to cose successfully with 
fires in great modern skyscrapers. The 
effect of the fire on the Burlington 
Building was declared to show that 
no skyscraper is free from fire danger 
and -that the modern fire department 
is practically helpless against a blaze 
that gets a full headway m the upper 
floor* of a tall building. 


Insurance men, underwriters and 


firemen declared that methods would 
have to be devised to enable fire- 
fighters to get more water to the top 
of high buildings 
In an effort to 


fijc responsibility for today's fire, a 
former police department employe as 
questioned after W. T. Schiff, vice 
president of Schaffer and company, 
whose plant was destroyed, said that 
th» man had written him threatening 
letters 
The flames were first ob- 


served m the vicinity of the Schaffer 
plant. 


After being questioned the man was 


relc-^se'i and Mr Schiff was question- 
ed.

First estimates put the property 


loss as high as $i5,000,000 but after 
inspecting the ruins, Thoma? O'Con- 
nor, fire marshal, and Edward Buck- 
ley, assistant fire marshal expressed 
the belief that the loss would not ex- 
ceed ,$5,000,000. 


Business men, however, pointed to 


the fact that the flames had driven 
out 250 firms, and declared that the 
firt experts' estimate of the loss v.-as 
too low. They said it would total be- 
tween $10,000,000 and $15,000,000 


A woman who was seated in an 


automobile in front of the Burlington 
building just before the fire started, 
across the street, told the police to- 
night of ha\ing seen s.veral men run- 
ning from the shadow of the build-

Wife Planned to

Murdered Showman's Sis- 


ter Brings Letter Sent 
Her Few Weeks Before 
His Death. 


RIVKRSIDE, K. J., March 15.— 


Mrs. Elizabeth Jeschke, sister of John 
Brunen. showman who was murdered 
in his home here Friday, brought 
with her from Chicago a letter she 
said was written to her by her brother 
shortly before his death.
